These historic events have impacted each one of us in unimaginable ways.  While we can no 
longer meet in-person, the members of this Council have remained committed to the necessary 
work to build a better future for Illinoisans as we navigate these unprecedented challenges. 
 
In the wake of George Floyd’s murder, the Council created the Ad Hoc Committee on Police 
Brutality and Systemic Racism, which was requested to draft a letter to be delivered to state 
leaders. On June 23rd, 2020, the Council held a special meeting so that members could review 
the letter produced by the Committee. After careful review, the Council voted to approve the 
letter at the end of the meeting.
